Business at a Standstill in Porto Rico 
Owing to Fluctuations of the ~ 
Currency. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, Sept. 20.—Messrs. 
Luce and Dumaresgq, the fiscal agents of the 
government, who have established the Bank 
of Ponce here, are consulting with Major 
General Brooke relative to the currency 
situation. They report that business is at 
a standstill owing to the fluctuations of the 
local currency just at the time the planters 
need money for their crops. 

They are offered mortgage loans at 18 
per cent interest, but they can do nothing 
until the rate of exchange is fixed. They 
believe it should be about two for one, and 
8 Will report on the subject to the 

reasury department at Washington. Gen- 
eral Brooke is investigating the matter 
thoroughly with the view of taking action 
when our sovereignty over the island is 
complete. 

The fiscal agents also say that many of 
the speculators who flocked to Ponce are 
returning to the United States disillusion- 
ized and convinced that the island is not 
an El Dorado.

cantile Trust File Papers 
in Baltimore. 


OFFICIALS IN THIS CITY. 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 20.—{ Special, ]—Suits, 
petitions, and other proceedings for and 
against foreclosure of the mortgages on the 


Baltimore and Ohio railway. follow one an- 


other in rapid succession and the files of. 
the United States District Court here are 
now filled with them. 

Receiver John K. Cowen arrived in Bal- 
timore from the West this morning. In 
reply to questions Mr. Cowen said: * 

“It is true that a large interest, a very 
large interest, in the Baltimore and Ohio 
has been purchased by Messrs. Field, Hill, 
Ream, and Armour, as well as other in- 
fluential persons. As to those concerned and 
the amount of their purchase the reorgan- 
ization managers can only answer. 

It is difficult to define a control. The 
class of men who have become interested 
in the property is of a character that would 
exercise a dominating influence. With them 
the stock of the Baltimore and Ohio is in 
stronger hands than ever before in its his- 
tory. They are strong factors in the busi- 
ness world and their interest in the road 
will be a decided advantage to the property. 


Neo tion to Go Forward. 


„The talk of moving the general offices 
and Mount Clare shops from Baltimore is

* The progress of the reorganization of 
the property will not be affected in the 
slightest. Foreclosure proceedings and the 
legal formalities will Be pushed, and as soon 
as these are settled the organization of the 
new company will be completed. The — 
interests went into the property on the bas 
of the plan of reorganization. They looked 
carefully over the field, and, believing the 
interest in the road to be a first-class invest- 
ment, purchased it. The question as to the 
personnel of the new directory will be settled

BENEATH THE WAVES 
IN A VESSEL THAT 
MAKES NINE KNOTS, 


Sensation of Scudding Under the 

Water’s Surface in the Fish- 
Like Craft Invented and Built 
by Holland. 


New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.]—David 
Ferguson, a World reporter, made a de- 
scent in the submarine boat Holland with 
R. H. Chappell of the battleship Massachu- 
setts and W. H. Deming today. In part his 
story follows: 

Nindeman, the gunner, pulled down the 
top of the conning tower and fastened it. 
We were cooped up tight as a drum. Mr. 
Cable opened a valve and a screeching 
noise like the howling of a million demons 
filled the boat. We three amateur subma- 
rine sailors put our fingers in our ears until 
the noise subsided. The air was being forced 
= of the tanks so the water could come 


“The men were all chatting, wondering 
when they were going to start and dive. 
Then we noticed that the bow Was tilted 
up and the stern down and that a big iron 
pendulum which marks the angle of the 
boat was off at one side. The next instant 
Mr. Holland poked his head down from the 
conning tower and said to Nindeman, who 
was sitting on the floor of the deck forward: 

It went down too deep that time. The 
indicator showed twenty-three feet.’ 

Nindeman let out some water and Mr. 
Holland sent the boat down again eight 
feet below the surface. The diving was ap- 
parent this time, for the boat went down at 
an angle of 10°, as registered by the iron 
pendulum on a chronometer. 

We had to balance our camp stools this 
time to keep from toppling over. Looking 
up through the glass in the porthole when 
we were down eight feet the water above 
was a beautiful green and as the boat neared 
the surface again its color grew fainter and 
fainter until it became white and clear. 

It was becoming warmer all the time in 
the boat, but that and the slight difficulty 
in hearing were the only uncomfortable feat- 
ures: While we were down under the water 
we traveled at the rate of six knots. Later, 
on a spurt, we made nine knots. as

There were between 500,000 and 600,000 
bushels of grain in store in the elevator, and 
an order for delivery of 80,000 bushels 
brought the entire force of employés to the 
elevator to assist in loading in cars. 

At 8:30 one of the men carried a lighted 
lamp into one of the dust-filled rooms, and 
a terrific explosion followed 

The sides and part of the roof were blown 
out, and flames soon burst from all parts 
of the building. Before any of the men 
could escape they were hemmed in, and 
forced to fight their way through the flames. 

Superintendent W. J. Parks had his three 
children with him in the bullding. One es- 


| caped, but the other two were caught in the 


flames, Grace, aged 17, heing so badly 
burned that she died an hour after. 

The others in the building were not seen 
after the explosion, with the exception of the 
few who escaped from the lower part of the 
building. 

The elevator, which was built in 1884, was 
dry, and burned like tinder. All efforts of 
the firemen to stay the flames were futile, 
and they soon turned their attention to sav- 
ing the other elevators in the vicinity and 


the bridge of the Lake Shore railway. 


Firemen Driven Away. 

The fierce heat from the burning grain 
drove the pipemen from the positions near 
the building and made it impossible to search 
for dead or injured. 

The body of one was seen under a mass of 
débris and although heroic work was done 
to save the body it was cremated in sight of 
the crowd. 

A crew of a switching train waiting to 
take out the loaded grain was in the engine- 
room of the elevator when the explosion oc- 
curred. The yardmaster of the Lake Shore 
was blown through the side of the building 
to the tracks outside and was badly injured 
about the head, but he rushed back to the 
building to rescue the members of the switch- 
ing crew. So quickly did the fire spread that 
these men had the greatest difficulty in get- 
— out. All sustained injuries, principally 

urns, 

When it was seen that nothing could be 
saved of the elevator, the engines were with- 
drawn and distributed among the buildings 

near by. In the bright light of the flames 
bodies could be seen in the ruins, but nothing 
could be done to rescue them. 


Remove the Injured. 


Most of the injured were immediately re- 
moved to the hospitals, while the fatally in- 
— were taken care of in private dwell- 

ngs. 

The ruins of the elevator are spread over 
the adjacent railway yards and will serious- 
Iy interfere with the through train service 
of the Lake Shore and Cincinnati, Hamulton 
and Dayton roads. 

The river cut off escape on one side and 
there the flames seemed to be less fierce. 
The families of a dozen men who were 
known to be at work within rushed to the 
scene, and women calling for their impris- 
oned husbands, brothers, and fathers made 
a scene indescribable.

ROBY RACE TRACK. 


Wild Yarn Circulated Associating 
John Condon and Dan Stuart 
with a Scheme to Bring Off the 
Contest Near Chicago Is Denied. 


A story that the McCoy-Corbett fight was 
to be brought off at Roby, Ind., was spread 
over a good part of the United States last 
night. Just where it originated is not clear, 
but it was ingenious enough to arouse a 
good deal of interest and inquiry. The story 
was to the effect that John Condon of Chi- 
cago, Dan A. Stuart of fight prémoting 
fame, and George Considine, a well known 
sporting man of Detroit, had conceived the 
plan of having the two noted fighters bring 
off at Roby the match, which it appears will 
not be permitted at Buffalo. These three 
men, it is said, had held 1 secret conference 
at Mount Clemens, Mich., a few days ago, 
at which details of the scheme were ar- 
ranged. The betting ring at the Roby (now 
Lakeside) track was to be remodeled into a

| prize fight arena. According to the stories 


sent out by correspondents everything was 
arranged, and the fight would progress with- 
out interference, and by its proximity to 
Chicago would be the greatest fistic attrac- 
tion which has happened for a long time.

JOHN HILL WILL 
ASK GRAND JURY

Threat to Kill Him This Week 
Leads the Reformer to Declare 
War on His Enemies—Book- 
makers’ Cases Today, 


The threat made yesterday against John 
Hill, that this is his last week on earth 
and that he may expect to be killed within a, 
few days, has led him to declare war on his 
enemies. He has concluded that they have 
gone far enough, and if he can get his evi- 
dence together in time the present grand 
jury will be asked to make a full investiga- 
tion. If he cannot get his case ready this 
month he will go before the next grand jury, 
but an investigation of the threats and the 
attacks on his character and on his em- 
ployés engaged in the suppression of gam- 
bling in Chicago he says he is bound to have. 
He believes the Stdte’s Attorney’s office will 
see fair play all around. 

Mr. Hill said yesterday he had been threat- 
ened with death week for his attacks on 
the gamblers. 

„1 will not tell who gave me this tip.“ he 
said, but I. was personally informed that 
{ would be killed this week. Of course, I do 
not know how much credence is to be placed 
in the tip, but it is easy enough to kill any 
one in a big city like this and no one be com- 
paratively the wiser. However, I am not 
alarmed, and will continue to go about my 
business as usual. |

WILL ACT IMMEDIATELY. 


Changes in State and City Stat- 
utes to Be Urged When 
Report Is Made. 


OTHER THEMES DISCUSSED. 


At the meeting of the Educational commis- 
sien last evening at the University club a 
committee of three was appointed to secure 
the founding of a parental school in this 
city. The committee consists of Commis- 
sioners Alling, Harper, and Walker. They 
will try to secure the adoption of the neces- 
sary legisiation and expressed themselves 
as hopeful of success and will urge the mat- 
ter vigorously this fall. 

The meeting last night.was the first held 
Since the vacation season. The two chief 
topics of discussion were compulsory educa- 
tion and parental schools. The idea of 
parental schools has been suggested at dif- 
ferent times by members of the Board of 
Education, but no active steps have been 
taken in the matter. The discussion of the 
question was gone through with thoroughly 
and each member of the commission dec! 
himself in favor of it. | 

The changes in the laws will cover enough 
ground to allow the Board of Education 
sufficient authority to establish vacation 
schools, evening schools, kindergartens, and 
other departments. Several years ago the 
idea of a parental school was agitated and 
even progressed to the point of erecting a 
building for the purpose. The city spent 
$100,000 and then found that there was a 
lack of funds with which to carry out the 
purposes of the board. The building was 
never used, and is now being occupied as an 
annex to the bridewell. 

Two buildings will probably be erected 
where unruly children can be boarded and 
kept under restraint. Brooklyn has several 
of these schools. When the members of the

Ontario Government Is Striving 
to Obtain Free Admission 
for Sawn Wood. 


RAILROAD AFFAIRS EASY. 


Quebec, Sept. 20.—The international com- 
missioners met in joint session for an hour 
this afternoon and adjourned to meet again 
at 10:30 a. m.

Want Duty on Canadian Products. 

The indications are that the Canadian 
commissioners are going to take a deter- 
mined position on the lumber question. The 
Hon. A. 8. Hardy, Premier of Ontario, and 
George W. Ross, Minister of Education, ar- 
rived here today, and represent the Ontario 
government in the lumber question. 

They declare unreservedly that no conces- 
sions will be made on the part of the Canadi- 
an government in the way of permitting logs 
to go free into the United States unless the 
United States makes some concession in the 
way of reducing or removing the present 
duty of $2 per thousand on Canadian sawed 
lumber. 

Last year the Ontario Legislature passed 
a law that no logs cut on crown lands by 
American lumbermen should be taken into 
the United States to be sawed into lumber 
in American mills. 


Injures American Lumbermen. 
This law was no doubt a result of the $2 
duty put upon all Canadian lumber in the 
Dingley law, but has been a disastrous law 
to such of the American lumbermen as own 
— tracts of crown timber lands in On- 
o. 


Clark Wallace, former Minister of Cus- 
toms, now representing the Canadian Man- 
ufacturing association, also arrived here to- 
day for the purpose of conferring with the 
Canadian commissioners.

The new plan of decoration for the peace 
jubilee, as decided on by Chairman Stumer 
of the Decoration committee, was sub- 
mitted to Mayor Harrison yesterday, and 
heartily approved by him. 

Chairman Truax called on Corporation 
Counsel Thornton during the day to arrange

The following statement by a physician in 
the Albany Press gives some of the causes 


sight: 
It is interesting to compare the visual 


the effect of some purely physical cause 
that may be within the realm of either 
nature or civilization. Taking a few in- 
stances of each for illustration, I will cite 
from nature first. It is well known that 
severe sickness greatly impairs the acute- 
ness of vision of an otherwise strong eye. 
Almost the first thing a convalescent will do 
is to call for a book or newspaper to while 
away the tedium of the sickroom. Unless 
warned not to try his eyes too much, he is 
apt, through forgetfulness, to overtask his 
accommodative power of injure the already 
weakened ciliary muscle. When the rest of 
the body recovers its normal strength the 
eye remains weak. After straining the 
eyes more in the vain hope that his eyes 
will improve, the person, if he is wise, will 
consult experienced help; if otherwise, he 
will pick up the first pair of spectacles avail- 
able, regardless of whethef théy should be 
too strong or too weak for his eyes. Should 
he finally 2 to an optician the latter will 
— find it dificult to fit glasses satisfac- 
torily. | 

Other natural causes that affect eyes are 
wind, dust, light, and heat, when excessive. 
Eyes otherwise good enough become weak 
under such conditions. The weakness may 
be due to an error of refraction, and under 
most conditions the accommodative power 
of the eye is strong enough to overcome the 
error. But under such atmospheric or cli- 
matic conditions as I have mentioned the 
accommodation is lessened, and the eye can- 
not find relief except by the use of glasses. 
They sheuld generally be convex. 

Having mentioned those losses of visual 
acuteness due to natural causes, next in or- 
der are causes produced by civilization. 
At the outset 1 will say that if the patient 
were to change his occupation and take 
plenty of fresh air and exercise the opti- 
cian’s service might never be needed, but

All applications should be addressed to 
Lord Salisbury, for the office of Solicitor 
of the Treasury, the title of the official 
charged with the duty of prosecuting crim- | 
inally on behalf of the State, has become va- 
cant in Great Britain through the succession 
of the Hon. Sir Hamilton Cuffe to his elder 
brother’s earldom of Desart. 

It is an office which demands altogether 
exceptional qualifications, not so much of a 
legal character as of tact, discretion, and, 
above all, elasticity of conscience, And it is 
likewise a sine qua non that the hoider of the 
office in question should belong by birth to 
the aristocracy. 

The most difficult and delicate part of his 
official duties consists in hunting up and 
pigeonholing the crimes committed by men 
and women belonging to the nobility without 
attracting public attention or giving rise to 
the well justified outcry in the press to the er- 
fect that the law is altogether differen: in 
its attitude to the rich and to the well born 
to what it is to the poor. . 

In fact, the new public prosecutor will be 
expected to look after the interest of his 
caste in the same way that the new I.ord 
Desart has done for a number of years past, 
thereby earning the gratitude of court and 
aristocracy, as well as Knighthood of the 
Bath and several other distinctions. 

It is the so-called Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury who is called upon to decide whether 
or not the government should undertake the 
prosecution of a criminal. Where the of- 
fender belongs to a rich and aristocratic 
family the latter frequently compromises 


matters financially with the victims 
of the crime, who thereupon are 
ready to abandon the prosecution as 
far as they are concerned. The 


matter then rests with the department of the 
Solicitor of the Treasury, and if he ccn- 
veniently can he helps to hush up the entire 
affair, his guiding motive being to avoid all 
scandal affecting the aristocracy. 


— 
Perhaps the most notable cases of this 
character are those of Lord Haldon’s son, a 
self-confessed forger, who, in spite of his ad- 
mission in a civil suit that he had been guilty 
of forgery, has never been molested by the 
criminal authorities. Lady Sykes, too, 
should have been prosecuted, for in two 
civil suits the verdict of the jury was equiva- 
lent to a declaration that the charges of 
forgery brought against her by her 
were justified. 3 
William Henry Hurlburt and Lord Arthur 
Somerset, the one an American citizen, pos- 
sessed of y titled friends in England, the 
other a g6n of the Duke of Beaufort and a 
member! of the household of the Prince of 
Wales, were given time by the public prose- 
cutor’s department to leave the country and 
place themselves in safety before criminal 
proceedings were inaugurated and warrants 
obtained against them, while Lord William 
Nevill, in spite of his having been branded 
as a forger by the Lord Chief Justice ina 
civil suit, would never have been molested 
by the public prosecutor had he not had the 
impudence to return from abroad, and to 
show himself in his accustomed haunts in 
London just as if nothing had happened. 


The new Lord Desart must regret, rather 
than appreciate, his elevation to the peer- 
age. For there is practically no property 
that goes with the title, which does not 
even carry with it a seat in the House of 
Lords, and yet which compels him to sur- 
render his present lucrative appointment. 
For it naturally would never do to have an 
Earl as public prosecutor. | 

The late Earl enjoyed the distinction of be- 
ing the ugliest member of the British peer- 
age. He was likewise a professional jour- 
nalist, served for a time es editor of Vanity 
Fair, and has written a number of readable 
novels. He was twice married. His first 
wife ran away from him with the actor Sug- 
den, whom she married as soon as the Earl 
had divorced her. She has since been di- 
vorced by her footlight husband on the 
ground, I believe, of intemperance, ana is 
now entirely déclassée, and, I understand, 
penniless, although she still retains the title 
of Countess of Desart. 


— 

The record which the late Lord Desart 
left among the newspaper fraternity in Lon- 
don is not ome of the best, and it is both re- 
ported and believed that he used journalism | 
for something in the nature of terrorism. 
At any rate, he was forced to resign his 
membership in the Guards club, and of other 
similarly exclusive institutions along Pall 
Mall, in order to avoid a worse fate. 

He was in particular the béte noir of the 
Prince of Wales, who deliberately cut the 
Earl with the remark that he must draw 
the line somewhere,“ and that he could not 


; ante swallow Desart’s goings-on—and yet 
the 


British heir apparent is scarcely what 
can be described as remarkably choice or 
particular in the selection of the persons 
whom he honors with his acquaintance. 

Lord Desart's second wife, and now his 
widow, is the daughter of the wealthy Anglo- 
German banker, Bischoffsheim. He lived 
but little with her, however, and he was in 
particular conspicuous by his absence from 
the entertainments which his mother-in- 
law, the Viennese born Mrs. Bischcffshcim, 
has been in the habit of giving every season 
in honor of England’s future King. 

Let me add in conclusion that the last lit- 
erary effort of the late Earl is a sensational 
novel entitled Heler’s Vow,’’ full of vil- 
lains who are depicted in such realistic col- 


author had written the book seated in front 

of a looking-glass, on the polished surface 

of which he found the requisite inspiration. 


It was in deference to the frequently ex- 
pressed wish of the late Empress of Austria 
that her remains were not subjected to what 
is known as lying in state in Vienna. En- 
tertaining a horror of being stared at while 

she was alive, she dreaded still more th 
idea of being-gazed at when dead, and there- 
fore insisted that her remains should not lie 
in state. So an exception has been made in 
her case, as in that of the Emperor’s brotber 
Maximilian, whose body only arrived from 
Mexico meny months after he had been put 


to death there.

A lively war is being waged in Evanston 
between the local expressmen and the col- 
lege Christian associations. The price for 
carrying trunks already has dropped from 
25 to 10 cents, and the end is not yet: 

The registration which has been going on 
the last two days is the largest in the history 
of Northwestern University, and the great 
majority of the incoming students are girls.
